the President of the Royal College of Physicians of Edin- 
burgh, and several of the medical and university Members 
of Parliament.

6a. each, exclusive 
of wines. Ladies are welcome. 


Hospitals Committee. 

On September 27th the Hospitals Committee had before 
it an invitation to give evidence before a committee 
appointed by the King Edward’s Hospital Fund for 
London on the initiative of its President, the Prince of 
Wales, ‘‘to inquire and report upon the question of 
hospital accommodation in London for persons prepared 
to pay more than ordinary voluntary hospital patients; 
and to report the conclusions at which they may arrive.”’ 
The committee accepted the invitation, considered and 
approved a draft memorandum of evidence based upon the 
existing hospital policy of the Association, and appointed 
the following to give oral evidence on behalf of the Asso- 
ciation: Mr. H. S. Souttar, Mr. W. McAdam Eccles, Dr. 
H. B. Brackenbury, Mr. N. Bishop Harman, and the 
Deputy Medical Secretary. The committee appointed a 
special subcommittee to consider the resolutions of the 
Representative Body on the formation of a- middle-class 
hospital policy; and appointed representatives on a special 
committee which the Council is being asked to set up 
ia order to examine, in conjunction with representa- 
tives of the Public Health and Medico-Political Com- 
mittees, the whole question of the manner in which 
the State and both voluntary and statutory associa- 
tions and authorities are encroaching at the present 
time upon the field of private medical practice. This 
committee will have before it the discussion of this 
matter at the Representative Meeting at Edinburgh. 
The committee has had under consideration principles 
for regulating the admission of paying patients referred to 


the g-ray departments of hospitals, and expects to reach 
a final decision on the subject at its next meeting. Mr. 
H. S. Souttar was nominated to serve on the Insurance 
Acts Committee, as a member of the Hospitals Committee 
who is also on the voluntary staff of a hospital. 


Psycho-Analysis Committee. 

The Psycho-Analysis Committee ‘met on September 26th, 
and reappointed Dr. R. Langdon-Down as its chairman, 
Dr. R. Worster-Drought as deputy chairman, and Dr. 
R. G. Gordon of Bath as honorary secretary. After 
lengthy discussion a questionary on psychological analysis 
was adopted for circulation to those particularly interested 
in this branch of medical work. 


Royal Army Medical Corps. 

The British Medical Association, after prolonged efforts, 
has been successful in cbtaining rates of remuneration 
for officers of the Royal Army Medical Corps which, in its 
opinion, compare favourably with those in other branches 
of medical practice. Such being the case, it feels that 
the new regime must be given a fair trial, and consequently 
it is advising those newly qualified men who ask for 
guidance that it is well worth their while to apply for 
commissions in the Corps. 

The increasing number of inquiries now being made at the 
War Office regarding service in the R.A.M.C. appears to 
justify the belief that young medical men are beginning to 
think more of service in the Corps as a career which offers 
many opportunities of advancement not to be found in 
general practice. This change of attitude is no doubt due, 
in part at least, to the improvements that have been made 
during the past twelve months in pay and general con- 
ditions of service, and to the prospect of more rapid 
promotion incidental to these changes. The pay and allow- 
ances (when received in full) of an unmarried lieutenant 
now amount to approximately £511 a year, while a captain, 
if unmarried, gets at present rates £617, and if married 
£709. These rates, of course, increase with promotion in 
rank and years of service till they reach the maximum of over 
£2,000 a year, and in addition each year of service carries 
its element of gratuity or pension. An officer is eligible 
for promotion to the rank of captain on the completion of 
three and a half years’ commissioned service, and to the 
rank of major on the completion of twelve years’ commis- 
sioned service, provided that in each case he has passed 
the necessary examination and is recommended for such 
promotion, Promotion to the higher ranks is by selection, 
and is naturally dependent on the occurrence of vacancies, 
but last vear twenty-three majors were promoted to the 
rank of lieutenant-colonel, and for new entrants to the 
service the prospect of advancement to all the higher 
ranks is now unusually favourable. Two other features 
of the present conditions of service should be specially 
attractive to newly-qualified practitioners. Those who take 
up a hospital appointment can, under certain conditions, 
get their commissions antedated—that is, service in a 
hospital appointment will count as service in the army— 
and if for any reason an officer wishes to —_— — 
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years’ service he may do so with a gratuity of £1,000, 
a sum which should go a substantial way towards opening 
the door to a civil practice. 

The next examination of candidates for commissions will 
be held in January, 1928, and in the meantime full 
information regarding the service and mode of entry may 
be obtained on application to the Under Secretary of State 
(A.M.D.1), The War Office, Whitehall, London, S.W.1, 
either personally or by letter. 


L’ Association Professionelle Internationale des Medecins. 
The second annual conference of the above association 
was held in Paris from September 29th to October Ist. 
There were present representatives of the national medical 
associations of Austria, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, France, 
Germany, Holland, Jugoslovakia, Lithuania, Luxembourg, 
Poland, Rumania, Sweden, and Switzerland. The Medical 
Secretary of the British Medical Association was present 
as an observer, the Association not having decided to join 
the A.P.I.M. A great deal of attention was given to the 
question of national insurance against sickness, and two 
resolutions (of which the following is a translation) were 

adopted unanimously : 

The annual conference of the A.P.I.M. declares itself 
unanimously of opinion (1) that in the interest of the insured 


persons, in all laws of social insurance there should be free 


choice of doctor by the patient; and (2) that when any laws 
are under consideration which affect the medical profession the 
representative medical organizations should be consulted by the 


Governments concerned.

Representation upon the Insurance Acts Committee. 

Sir,—The last Conference of Panel Committees was 
perfectly clear and definite in its vote that Wales should 
have two representatives entirely to itself upon the Insur- 
ance Acts Committee. By a last minute change tho 
form of the resolution was made to refer to a general 
adjustment, but the intention with which it was carried 
was undoubted. 

It was Cheshire that moved in the matter. The anomaly 
of its own position compelled it to do so. We are brigaded 
with Wales: 600 Cheshire doctors, with interests and 
conditions of practice similar to those of other English 


‘ counties, are brigaded with the 1,300 practitioners of the 


Principality, where the conditions of practice and the 
Insurance Acts arrangements themselves are dissimilar, 
and in some respects widely dissimilar. And then there is 
more than a touch of national feeling. The Welsh are 
a nation, and should, in our councils, be treated as such. 
And what patriotic Welsh doctor is going to vote for an 
English candidate for the Insurance Acts Committee 
against a Welsh one? 

The result of brigading Cheshire with Wales is that 
Cheshire is disfranchised. She has no voice and never 
can have. It is true that once Sir William Hodgson, 
nominated by Cheshire, sat as a representative of Group E. 
Perhaps Wales was caught napping; or, to be more generous, 
perhaps the Welsh doctors (and especially the Denbigh- 
shire and Flintshire profession, among whom he has many 
friends) were captured by his stalwart opposition to the 
midwifery obligation. But it is not likely to happen again 
that a Cheshire man should sit for Wales. It is futile, 
in any ordinary circumstances, to nominate a candidate. 
We did not at the last election, and shall not at this. 

Is our disfranchisement intentional? There are many 
among us who believe that, in some quarters, it is not 
unwelcome. ‘‘ Nobody wants Cheshire!’’? They were Dr. 
Brackenbury’s words, many years ago, and are not for- 
gotten. When the Conference of Panel Committees ordains 
a rearrangement which will treat Wales as a nation, and 
enfranchise Cheshire, and when, in the face of that, the 
Insurance Acts Committee reports a stupid non possumus, 
we cannot help recalling those words. So able a body as 
the Insurance Acts Committee could easily arrange a fair 
basis of representation, if all its members were seized 
with the unfairness of the present scheme to one English 
county. Cheshire’s is not the only anomaly, as Dr. 
Brackenbury said. Yes, but it is 95 per cent. worse 
than any other. 

This is not an attack on Dr. Brackenbury. We owe’him 
too much for that. But, ‘‘ lest one good custom should 
corrupt the world,’’ the profession should get out of the 
habit of relying implicitly on his ipse dixit. Let me quote 
Osler on the tyranny of democracy: ‘‘ The ideal has been 
reached, so far as organization is concerned, when the 
profession elects its own Parliament. .. . The recognition 
in some form of this democratic principle has been a great 
means of elevating the standard of medical...’ He 
spoke of ‘‘ education,’’ but let me substitute ‘‘ governance.” 
What would he have said, Sir, of the suppression of a 
constituency in the medical electorate, whether by in- 
advertence or complaisance? I think he would have used 
such words as he used of another matter: ‘ That this 
pestiferous condition should exist .. . illustrates what I 
have said of the tyranny of democracy, and how great 
enslavers of liberty its chief proclaimers may be.’’—
